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Our Example in Service

UST a few words to pastors and 

evangelists: We wish to call your 
attention to the many opportunities that 
present themselves before you as minis- 
ters, which are in many places generally 
neglected or forgotten. 


Text: “God anointed Jesus of Naza- 
reth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power, who went about doing good and 
healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil, for God was with Him.” 

You as ministers are familiar with the 
commission given to the twelve disciples 
mentioned in Matt. 10, also the commis- 
sion of the seventy found in Luke 10. 
In both these commissions there was a 
command; first, to preach; second to 
heal. You also know how that Jesus was 
invited from time to time to pray with 
the sick or to heal them. He is our out- 
standing example as a minister. The 
command given His disciples to preach 
the gospel and heal the sick, was but a 
division of the responsibility and work 
which rested upon Him. In_ the Four 
Gospels we do not find a single case in 
which Jesus was called to minister that 
He refused to give the help needed. As 
God had anointed Him with the Holy 
Ghost and sent Him into the world to 
preach the gospel and relieve those who 
were oppressed of the devil by healing 
them, even so He went about the ac- 
complishment of the task, doing good. 

DAYS OF OPPORTUNITY 


These are days of unusual opportun- 
ity. There is much sickness in every 
community, hospitals are filled with 
languishing sick bodies who need spiri- 
tual attention. Many of these are un- 
saved and afford great prospects when 
ministered unto by deeds of kindness. A 
. few words about Jesus with a bouquet 
of flowers, possibly fruits, or other 
needy things for their comfort, will of- 
ten work the salvation of an unsaved 
person. These are opportunities that the 
alert or, wide-awake minister cannot af- 
ford to overlook. These are simple tests 
or marks by which your value as a min- 
ister is revealed to your church and the 
community in which it resides, Do not 
overlook the opportunity of visiting the 
hospital, that, if possible, you may com- 
fort and win some soul for Christ, and 
at different times God works special 
miracles of healing for some of these 
waiting patients. 

Brother A. O. Stewart, pastor of the 
Church of God in Asheville, N. C., re- 
ports some wonderful healings of late 
accomplished in connection with his hos- 


pital work. Others have reported heal- 
ings and blessings of similar nature. 
Great care should be used in visiting in- 
stitutions to not disturb or go beyond 
rules and regulations of such. Avail 
yourself of each opportunity of prayer 
and exercise faith in your prayer with 
watchfulness and God will reward your 
effort, not only with the salvation of 
souls but by giving evidence of a living 
Christ who heals sick and _ diseased 
bodies. 

Then comes your community where- 
in there is constantly divers persons con- 
fined to sick beds needing attention. Do 
not overlook the importance of making 
yourself a friendly and valuable pastor. 
Do not merely confine yourself to the 
activities within your local church, but 
be a friend to the sick, suffering, dis- 
tressed and needy ones in your commun- 
ity. Different of these do not belong to 
any church, others of them do, but do 
not neglect them. Make yourself a 
help in time of trouble. Deeds of kind- 
ness pave the way for an increase in 
spiritual life and usefulness. 


RELIGIOUS LITERATURE 


Another feature of personal work 
which should not be overlooked in visit- 
ing the sickroom, hospitals, etc., is to 
leave suitable religious literature. For in- 
stance, the Church of God Evangel, 
tracts on salvation, sanctification, bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit, divine healing, 
etc. These will bring great blessing 
when left in the hands of those who are 
shut in and who are forced by unfor- 
tunate circumstances to meditate upon 
their condition and need of God’s help. 
Much valuable time is lost as a result of 
neglecting such valuable and _inexpen- 
sive ministry as mentioned above. Dur- 
ing these dark days of the overspread of 
atheism, there is only one way to com- 
bat it and that is by  bestirring our- 
selves into Christian activity that we 
may prove the usefulness of our re- 
ligion. 

FINAL REWARDS 

Our final rewards will be based, not 
upon the fine, flowery sermons we have 
preached, or the number of our public 
appearances or our stated eloquence, 
but upon the good which we have ac- 
complished. It was said of Jesus that He 
went about doing good. He did not take 
up a pastorate in Jerusalem but He went 
from place to place, from town to 
town, as a shepherd seeking His stray- 
ing sheep. When we follow His example 
in activity with a heart burdened for 
the lost and unfortunate, it will incur

divine favor that we may be anointed 
with the Holy Ghost and power incident 
to supplying the needs of those unto 
whom we minister. Prepare yourself in 
your prayer closet to pray the prayer of 
faith for the sick and suffering when 
you visit and talk with them. Do not 
try to make your ministry one of 
preaching the gospel alone. This, when 
properly preached, believed and obeyed, 
will effectively bring healing and divers 
signs and wonders into our lives as it 
does unto those unto whom we minis- 
ter. If the Church is to survive the aw- 
ful tide of infidelity, agnosticism, 
atheism, and communism, it can alone 
be done by supplying the spiritual need 
as well as supplying the physical need or 
at least making an honest effort to do 
so. 

The absence of signs and miracles 
among our ministry is an evidence of 
our failure to measure to divine stand- 
ards. In fact, it is modernism already 
begun. Do not think that the absence of 
divine evidence is overlooked by the 
atheists or Christian opposer. They see 
our failure to measure to divine stand- 
ards. It is not enough to be fundamen- 
tally sound in doctrine alone, we must 
display by tangible evidences the power 
of the gospel both in healing as well as 
charitable works. Therefore, let us gird 
our loins in the prayer chamber and en- 
ter upon a new and much-needed minis- 
try by visiting the hospital and sick- 
room praying where chances are offered 
and at least leave some religious litera- 
ture and encouraging words to help the 
shut-ins. By practice of charitable deeds 
and manifestation of divine power, 
which is certain to follow if we bear 
our message under the anointing of the 
Holy Ghost, the Church must either pre- 
vail with God to meet and cope with 
the apostate conditions around us or else 
become identified with and lost in the 
world.

STATUE OF MUSSOLINI 
The Rome Correspondent of the 


London Morning Post (Feb. 11, 1935) 
states that a statue of Signor Mussolini 
is being secretly made in Rome _ which 
will outdo in size the legendary Colos- 
sus of Rhodes, one of the Seven Wonders 
of the world. It is to be bigger than any 
statue Rome has ever seen—bigger than 


the Capitoline Jupiter and Palatine 
Apollo or the giganic figure of Nero 
which’ gave the Colosseum its name. 


This Mussolinian Colossus is planned to 
be 213 feet high, and the moulding of 
the enormous figure is being done in 
special sheds erected on a_ jealously 
guarded part of Monte Mario, where the 
work has been going on for nearly a year 
in secret and no outsider has so far been 
allowed to see the model nor any sketch 
or photograph of it. The statue will 
show the Mussolinian figure with the 
torso and thighs swathed in lion’s skin 
and about an 80-foot arm raised in Fas- 
cist salute over Rome. The head, already 
finished and cast, is 30 feet high and is 
otherwise about the size of a house. The 
finished bronze feet are 28 feet long and 
the completed metal of the legs to the 
knees are each about 53 feet long. 
Another year will be needed to complete 
the plaster work and a further year to 
finish the bronze castings, the whole be- 
ing a three-year job, of which already 
one-third has been done. 

Simultaneously with this the site, on 
Monte Mario is being prepared and the 
hill will require to be reinforced with 
concrete to support the enormous weight 
it will bear. When erected the statue wiil 
be the largest in the world, exceeding in 


height by 62 feet its nearest rival in 
New York harbor.

OW we will discuss the un- 
selfish attitude of love. 
Love is not selfish. She seeks not 
her own. The Apostle Paul does 
not call upon us to give up our 
rights. Love strikes much deeper 
than that. It would not have us 
seek them at all, just gently pass 
them up. Just eliminate the per- 
sonality of them from our calcula- 
tions. It is not so hard to give up 
our rights as it is ourselves. 
“Seekest thou great things for thyself?” 
said the prophet. We should not seek 
them. Why? For there is no greatness in 
unselfish love. Self-denial in _ itself is 
nothing, it is a miserable mistake in one, 
since only a great purpose prompted by 
love can justify self-denial. 

Nothing is hard in love. I believe 
Christ’s “‘yoke” is easy. It was just His 
way of taking life. It must be an easy 
way and I believe a happier way than 
any other. We don’t attain much hap- 
piness in having great possessions and re- 
ceiving, but is it attained thru giving 
with much love. Most people seek hap- 
piness thru having, getting, and being 
served by others, but I say that it will 
come by giving and serving others, do- 
ing good to those outside of the ranks of 
God’s love. He that would be great, let 
him serve. It is more blessed to give than 
to receive. 

Now the most remarkable ingredient 
is good temper. Love is not provoked. 
Sometimes we are inclined to look upon 
a bad temper as a harmless thing. Some- 
times we think that it is just an inheri- 
tance from a weak point in nature. It 
seems to me that it is one of the chief 
tools of carnality. The Bible teaches that 
carnality is enmity against God, and 
that which is against God is not love. 

Temper is a dark spot in one who 
would otherwise be a noble character; 
but here, right in the heart of the analy- 
sis of love, this sneeking and bitter tem- 
per finds a place that it can do its deadly 
work. The Bible condemns it as one of 
the most destructive factors in human 
nature. I know men and women who it 
seems would be perfect but for an easily 
ruffled, quick-tempered, or touchy dis- 
position they are cut off from that 
great love. The truth is, there are two 
great classes of sins—sins of the body 
and sins of the disposition. We will take 
for one example the prodigal son, and 
for the other his elder brother. Now we 
would not doubt for a moment whicl: 
of these is the worst. It seems that the 
prodigal son would have to bear the 
mark, but no, that is not right. We find 
this young man seeking comfort. What 
more comforting could he have than to 
be welcomed back to the old home of 
his childhood days? This poor boy had 
committed a sin of the body. Tho he

was repentant, he confessed to his father 
that he had sinned. Poor boy! But oh, 
what did he meet with? An ill, mean, 
selfish temper. He meets a sin against 
love, this is the sin of a disposition. 

Just look at the elder brother. He 
surely was a moral, hard working, pa- 
tient dutiful boy. Tho we give him 
credit for all this, there seems to be 
something lacking yet. Notice him as 
he stands outside of his father’s door. 
(Just allow me to say right here, that I 
am afraid there are too many of us 
standing outside of our Father’s door, in 
the same condition this poor boy was 
in.) He is very angry. He would not go 
in. Just look at the effect it has had 
upon the father and upon the servants, 
also the guests. Judge for yourself the 
effect it had upon the poor repentant, 
prodigal son. Oh how many poor prod- 
igals are there kept out of the kingdom 
of God by the unlovely character of 
those who profess to be inside. 


We notice this great cloud of temper 
as it gathers around this elder brother. 
From whence does it come? From the 
sins of a bad disposition, or jealousy, an- 
ger, pride, uncharitableness, cruelty, 
self-righteousness, sullenness—such as 
these are the very harmful ingredients 
of this loveless soul. Oh if we could sing 

“Let me walk, blessed Lord, in the 

way thou hast gone, 
Leading straight to the land 
above; 
Giving cheer everywhere to the 
sad and the lone, 
Fill my way every day with 
love.” 

I am sure if we could sing this from 
the depth of our hearts, there would be 
more souls sweeping into God’s king- 
dom. There surely is no place in heaven 
for a disposition like this one just men- 
tioned. If such a temper could get to 
heaven, it would only make heaven a 
miserable place. 

It is not enough to deal with temper 
alone, we must go to the bottom and 
change the inmost nature, and the an- 
gry humors will die away of themselves. 
Souls are not made sweet altogether by 
taking out the acid fluid but by put- 
ting something in—a great love, a new 
spirit, the Spirit of Christ. This only 
can eradicate that which is wrong. Then 
to what shall we appeal that we might 
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have this loving spirit conveyed 
into our souls? We must go to the 
very bottom of transcendentalism 
if we want to pattern after the 
One who loves you and me. We 
might try thru will power to se- 
cure it. We might try to copy af- 
ter those who have it. We might 
have a rule to go by. We watch, 
we pray, but alas, all is a failure, 
except we be born again and have 
the great love of Christ planted in 
our lives. Love is one of the greatest ef- 
fects that there is on the human life, 
and it takes a condition to produce the 
effect. 

Turn to the First Epistle of John, we 
find there these words, ‘We love him 
because he first loved us.” There is the 
fundamental cause for this great love, 
because He first loved us. So let us love 
one another for love is of God and eve- 
ry one that loveth is born of God and 
knoweth God. Because He first loved us 
we love everybody. If we have met the 
condition and it has had the rightful ef- 
fect, we just can’t help but love every- 
body. Oh just look at our Christ as He 
hangs upon the cross, the great sacrifice, 
the laying down of His life. Oh you 
must love Him and loving Him we 
must become like Him because love be- 
gets love. 

We must refrain from the idea that 
religion comes to us by chance, it comes 
to us by supernatural law, for such law 
is divine.

you,” then he went away. The young 


boy sprang forth with the shout that 
“God loves me! God loves me!” Oh just 
listen, laborers of the harvest, there is 
some one listening for us to tell them 
that God loves them. Oh, how they need 
that assurance. Just think what a great 
spasm of joy was injected into that 
boy’s soul by just three little words. How 
many times we fail to br.ng those short 
but far-reaching messages to the hun- 
gry hearts of lost men and women. That 
one little message probably saved that 
soul because he was miade to realize that 
God loved him. God’s love is all-power- 
ful. It melts down the unlovely heart in 
man and creates in him the new crea- 
ture. 

Now we come to the third and last 
part of this great love.

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“I CHARGE thee therefore be- 
fore God, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who shall judge the quick 
and the dead at his appearing and 
his kingdom; Preach the word;....” 
2 Timothy 4:1, 2. 

You often hear this remark, “I know 
that is what the Bible teaches but you 
can’t say much about it.” Or, “You had 
better be careful how you preach it.” 
Such statements are disgusting to any 
minister who has had the call of God to 
preach the Gospel. It is an insult thrown 
square in the face of Jesus Christ. Min- 
isters are called by God to preach the 
Werd and they are not to shrink from 
their duty on any line of Truth. 

Much has been said or written about 
the Church, yet I feel like saying some- 
thing about it myself. I feel that the 
Word of God is what we need today and 
all ministers are under the charge to 
preach the Word. We will all be judged 
by the Judge of all the earth and we will 
be judged according to the way we 
hand’e the Word of Truth. Therefore, 
let us consider the Bible Church in the 
light of the Scriptures. 

A few definitions of ‘the word 
“church” might be helpful at this time 
The word church means, (1st) a build- 
ing dedicated for Christian worship; 
(2nd) a single organized Christian con- 
gregation; (3rd) a particular Christian 
organization; (4th) the entire body of 
those who are saving!ly related to Christ. 

In reading the Bible one must under- 
stand which phase of the Church the 
writer is setting forth or has in mind, in 
erder that he may really understand 
what is meant. A failure to observe the 
different phases of the “CHURCH” 
will cause a misunderstanding among the 
hearers, causing many to be misled or 
drift into error. Let us consider 

(1) 
THE CHURCH LITERALLY 

The Bible is very plain in its teaching 
concerning the Church. So many today 
do not seem to realize that it is neces- 
sary to have a literal, visible, organized 
church on earth. I do not see how any- 
one could take such a stand when the 
New Testament has so much to say 
about it. That the Bible teaches a literal, 
visible, organized body and that we get 
into it by joining, is undeniable. 

In Matthew 18:15-18 are these words: 
“Moreover, if thy brother shall trespass 
against thee, go and tell him his fault 
between thee and him alone: if he shall 
hear thee, thou hast gained thy brother. 
But if he will not hear thee, then take 
with thee cne or two more, that in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word may be established. And _ if he 
shall neglect to hear them, tell it unto 
the church: but if he neglect to hear the 

church, let him-beownto thee as an heath- 
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en man and a publican. Verily I say un- 
to you, Whatsoever ye shall bind on 
earth, shall be bound in heaven and 
whatsoever ye shall loose on earth, shail 
be loosed in heaven.” 

Here Jesus tells us how an_ ctfending 
brother should be dealt with and _ if 
he will not hear, he should be  disfel- 
lowshipped. This proves the church in its 
literal, visible, organized order; and 
when it is carried out according to the 
Bib e, God certainly recognizes what is 
done. In the fifth chapter of the Acts 
of the Apostles we find some that were 
added unto the Lord which would not 
join themselves to the disciples for fear 
of what had happened to Ananias and 
Sapphira. Paul also writes of setting in 
order the things that are lacking and of 
ordaining elders, which again clearly 
sets forth the Church in its literal, visi- 
ble, working order. The Church is de- 
signated in the Bible as the CHURCH 
OF GOD and should be recognized by 
all as the same today. 


(2) 
THE CHURCH SPIRITUALLY 

The Bible a'so sets forth the Church 
in its spiritual realm. We get into this 
realm by a divine process known as the 
NEW BIRTH. This is clearly set forth 
in Matthew 16:13-18, where Jesus 
asked Peter this question, “Whom do 
men say that J, the Son of man, am?” 
Peter’s direct answer was, “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” Jz- 
sus said, “Flesh and blood hath not re- 
vealed this unto thee, but my Father 
which is in heaven. And upon this rock 
I will build my church and the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it.” Some 
disaster might sweep the country and 
destroy comp'etely a local church and 
the literal, visible, organized body would 
be entirely destroyed or obscured from 
the human vision, but the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against the _ spiritual 
realm, or the Body of Christ, for when 
He comes He is coming to resurrect the 
dead saints and they will be caught up 
together with the living ones to meet 
the Lord in the air. 

On what is He going to build His 
Church? On a revealed Christ; not by 
flesh and b'ood but by divine power. 
This comes only to those who have been 
made partakers of his divine nature, as 
Paul states in Ephesians 5:30. “For we 
are members of his body, of his flesh, 
and of his bones.” This is in harmony 
with Acts 20:28, “Take heed therefore 
unto yourselves, and to all the flock, 


over the which the Holy Ghost hath 
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made you overseers to feed the 
church of God which he hath pur- 
chased with his own blood.” Join- 
ing a literal, visible organization 


does not make one a member 
of His Body, flesh and bones.” You 
must be purchased by His blood. You 


must have Christ revez!ed by the Father. 
(3) 
WHo WILL CONSTITUTE THE 
BRIDE OF CHRIST? 

The Bride of Christ will be a selection 
of spiritual people. You will have to be 
worthy if you go in the rapture. Jesus 
said, “Pray that you may be counted 
worthy to escape those things which are 
coming upon the earth.” He knows those 
who are worthy and we should pray ear- 
nestly that we might be among that 
number. The Parable of the Ten Virgins 
shows that many will be careless and not 
go up in the rapture. Belonging to a lit- 
eral, visib'e organization within itself 
does not in any way entitle one to the 
rapture. When Jesus Christ, the great 
Captain of our salvation, makes His 
glorious appearance to catch up the 
Church, He will not examine the re- 
cords of any literal, visible organization 
to determine who will qualify, but ail 
who are in Christ are in the spiritual 
Church. They are members of His body, 
of His flesh and of His bones, and when 
that quickening power that raised up 
Jesus from the dead moves in this ca- 
pacity, it will quicken every member of 
His spiritual body, regardless of how 
great or sma'l, whether in the grave or 
alive on earth, and His Church will go 
sweeping through the air to meet the 
Lord, and so shall we ever be with Him.

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THE ARRIVAL IN MAYA-LAND 
BY J. H. INGRAM 


Totonicapan, Guatemala, Central 
America.—The train which brought me 
from Vera Cruz, Mexico, to the Guate- 
malan frontier, arrived in the little town 
of Suchiate Chiapas about 6:30 p. m. It 
was getting dark by this time so I got 
a boy to help me with my heavy bag- 
gage and started for the Suchiate River 
which divides the Republics of Mexico 
and Guatemala, Central America, at this 
point. 

We went first to the immigration of- 
fice where I surrendered my tourist card 
and got my passport vise. (You not only 
have to have a permit to enter foreign 
countries, but to leave as well.) Then 
we continued thru wide streets lined on 
either side with tiny “casitas” (little 
houses) made of bamboo canes, etc. 
with thatched roofs and without floors, 
which served as homes for the people of 
this humble hamlet. Arriving at the river 
I had my baggage gone thru by the Mex- 
ican customs officials and my passport 
checked over by another immigration of- 
ficer. Once I was past this office the 
problem of crossing the river by canoe 
or over a flimsy foot-bridge to the 
Guatemalan shore a half mile or so 
away, was to be met. So I chose the lat- 
ter means, handed the bridge-keeper fif- 
ty cents toll, engaged a new baggage- 
man for the crossing and set out. 

At the other end of the bridge I had 
my belongings gone thru again and was 
furnished a soldier escort who accom- 
panied me to the immigration office in 
the village of Ayutla Guatemala, a half 
mile distant across a stretch of sandy 
beach, while my Guatemalan “‘cargador”’ 
(baggage-man) followed behind, bring- 
ing my bags and suitcases on a wheel- 
barrow. Having cleared the customs, im- 
migration, and national police offices, 
we continued thru the narrow _ streets, 
lit only by small kerosene lamps, to the 
hotel Savilla. By this time it was around 
9:00 p. m. and I was getting very tired 
so I gave the proprietor fifty cents for 
a place to “park” my sleeping bag and 
was off on my way to slumber land on 
short notice, altho it seemed almost im- 
possible to sleep in the terrible tropical 
heat of this lowland country. 

My “cargador” was on hand next 
morning to assist me on the way to the 
depot of the International Railways of 
Central America, whére I boarded the 
5:50 a. m. train, on which I commenced 
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my trip to the interior. The route which 
the train followed from Ayutla to Maza- 
tenango was a gradual climb from near 


sea level to around 1,000 feet above, 
and led thru dense tropical jungles at 
first, then as we approached the foothill 
region many coffee and banana planta- 
tions spread out before us on both sides 
of the track, which presented a fascinat- 
ing scene as the train sped across one af- 
ter the other of the many bridges, with 
the beautiful mountain streams rushing 
thru the rocky gorges many feet below, 
and many varieties of tropical fruits in- 
cluding the famous breadfruit, which in 
size and appearance resembled our North 
American “hedge apples.” These trees 
grow very tall and proportionately large 
in diameter and the thick foliage with 
its many-lobed leaves, which grow to be 
a foot or so in width by a foot and a 
half in length, is beautiful beyond my 
power of description. The fruit of these 
trees, when properly prepared, is used as 
a substitute for bread. There is also a 
root growing here which is eaten in the 


place of potatoes, and with an abun- 
dance of other fruits and vegetables 
growing with little or no cultivation, 


living naturally comes easy. 

It was very interesting to see the In- 
dian women and girls dressed in their 
colorful and picturesque tribal garb as 
they got on and off the train en route to 
market with various kinds of produce. 
The women usually do the marketing in 
this country. The government provides 
large marketplaces under roof in the big 
towns and long before day thousands of 
the Indians begin pouring into these cen- 
ters from every direction. Once the 
plaza is filled they crowd about the 
streets and alleys until one can scarcely 
get thru. They stop right in the middle 
of the street and sit down’ with their 
feet doubled back under them and 
spread out their wares before them where 
they wait all day long for customers. I 
had quite a time with them coming thru 
the Indian country of Old Mexico. 

The seats on the trains face each 
other, being arranged in two’s and it 
seemed that these folks made it a point 
to crowd into my compartment even 
tho there were other seats vacant among 
their own people, and they usually 
adopted me right off as their patron 
chief. I soon became accustomed to the 
familiar cry of “patron” or “jefe” 
(hef-ee pah-trone) and they were for 
ever asking me to watch their baskets 
and bundles or pass them thru the car 
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windows at the stations. One woman 
gave me an awful scare coming across 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. She got on 
the train with a large gunny sack filled 
with something which made a load for 
her to carry and, as usual, she sat down 
in the seat facing me and shoved her 
sack under the seat where I was sitting. 
I noticed that the sack began to move 
and presently the curious looking crea- 
tures began to poke their heads out thru 
the holes cut in the sides of the bag. I 
naturally began to wonder what kind of 
a many-headed dragon I was up against. 
She was on the way to market with five 
large saw-backed tropical lizzards which 
they call “iguanas.” I asked her if they. 
would bite and she said, “Yes, but they 
are not poison.” The “iguanas” are very 
much to be desired for food by che 
natives and their eggs especially are re- 
garded as a delicacy, but you may be 
sure I never crowded my strange fellow- 
passengers and the dear lady had to help 
herself when she came to get off the 
train. 

FROM MAZATENANGO TO TOTO- 

NICAPAN 


At Mazatenango we left the train and 
took an automobile for the thirty-mile 
trip up the mountain sides to the town 
of Quetzaltenango, another seven thou- 
sand feet or so above us. We followed 
the course of the Salama River and the 
scenery was grand as we wound about 
the crooked highway, and indeed it was 
a “highway” filled with thrills as one 
would look down thru the boulder-filled 
canyons to see the water dashing madly 
against the rocks on its way to the sea. 
The volcano Santa Maria was in violent 
eruption due to the strong earthquake 
shock of a few days previous. The large 
American-made auto could _ scarcely 
make the grades in second or low gear 
and we had to stop in the little village 
of Santa Maria De Jesus, some distance 
up the mountain side, in order to let 
the engine cool down. Here we got a 
splendid view of the volcano in action. 
The whole country side was wrapped in 
a blanket of smoke and in places the 
vegetation was burning. Clouds of black 
smoke were ascending thousands of feet 
into the air, with hot ashes from the in- 
ferno falling everywhere. To a newcomer 
it would readily suggest “the end of the 
world.” 

We passed thru several interesting In- 
dian towns before reaching Quetzalte- 
nango, which is the second largest city in 
the Republic, and is the capital of the 
department bearing the same name. 


At Quetzaltenango I bearded a bus 
for San Cristobal, Dept. Totonicapan, 
where I was to join Brother and Sister 
Furman in an eight-weeks’ campaign, 
going over the work embracing sixteen 
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mission stations lately taken over and re- 
gistered with the government in the 
name of the Church of God. 

The country levelled out here at a 
height of about 8,000 feet above the 
level of the sea and the rocky gorges 
left behind the Salama river was checked 
in its flow and the current had slowed 
down to a lazy pace and_ widened its 
margin, taking on the appearance of a 
silvery ribbon in contrast to the green 
meadows and the pine forests of the hills 
surrounding the little valley. Here we 
had reached a different climate range 
where it is cool all the year due to the 
altitude. Corn, beans, potatoes, wheat, 
etc., grow here, and the fruit consists of 


the deciduous variety, apples, peaches, 
etc. The people here are just planting 
corn (the middle of April) while less 


than an hour’s ride by auto down the 
mountain sides brings one into the trop- 
ical zone where long since they have 
been having “roasting ears” (sweet corn 
on the cob). 

As we continued over a fairly good 
road many herds of sheep could be seen 
grazing on the rolling hillsides. A little 
way out on this road we crossed a pret- 
ty stream of considerable size called the 
“Siguila” or “Xequijel” also called Xe- 
quiquiel in the Quiche dialect, which 
means “the river of blood or Rio de la 
Sangre, for according to tradition Don 
Pedro Alvarado and his forces engaged 
the natives in a bloody battle during the 
conquest of Central America and_ the 
river flowing from the foothills to our 
left was tinted with blood at that time. 
Then we saw‘small herds of milk stock 
grazing by the sides of the road, but un- 
like the coastal region, there is a com- 
plete absence of the time-honored ox 
teams drawing the plows and_high- 
wheeled, lumbering, creaky carts. The 
men and boys do most of the farm work 
here, while the women and girls engage 
themselves in herding the sheep, weav- 
ing cloth and marketing their products. 
Their farm tools consist of large hoes. 
The earth is dug up into large ridges us- 
ually about one and a half feet high by 
three or four feet wide at the base. They 
go up one side and down the _ other 
planting the corn on either side of the 
embankment, then the earth is dug up 
into the high hills about the plants as 
they grow up. 

There is an abundance of hot springs 
in this region. Many of them contain 
minerals, sulphur, etc. ~ These waters 
have had houses built about them, with 
baths which are usually equal in size to 
small swimming pools. Here one may 
pay 5 cents and enjoy a good hot bath. 
The poor classes may be seen by the 
hundreds along the highways washing 
clothes and bathing semi-nude, often 
without any clothes, resorting to the 
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overflow from the hot springs, which in 
many instances are united rivers. 

On entering the town of Salcaja the 
bus made a stop to discharge some pas- 
sengers, and upon hearing a familiar 
voice cry out, “Don Santiago! Her- 
mano!” (Mr. James! Brother!) I turned 
to see one of the native brothers run- 
ning to tell me the Furmans had moved 
to Totonicapan, so I changed busses in 
San Cristobal and continued to the 
former town. It was up grade most of 
the way from here to Totonicapan, 
which is located in a small green valley, 
very hilly, is 8,730 feet above sea level 
and is surrounded by higher mountains 
covered with forests of pine and cypress 
(yes, cypress, strange to say). Many 
beautiful streams of clear cold water 
may be seen like silvery threads glisten- 
ing under the direct rays of a tropical 
sun. One of these fountainheads sup- 
plies water for the city, another turns 


the wheels of a hydro-electric plant, 
supplying electric current. 
The mission compound here covers 


about one-half of a city square and has 
in addition to the chapel, seven living 
rooms, including bath, for the mission- 
ary quarters. There is a patio within, 
about sixty feet square, with a large tree 
in the center which is surrounded by 
about twenty kinds of flowering shrubs 
and plants, including several varieties of 
roses, which bloom all the year. The 
building is made of native adobe which 
is plastered and whitewashed within and 
without and covered with red 
Spanish tile. It is built in the shape 
of a “U” with a wide high porch ex- 
tending around three sides. On _ the 
fourth side of the square one is faced 
with a wall about fifteen feet high with 
double doors leading from each end of 
the “U”-shaped porch into another 
walled enclosure. Immediately back of 
this wall and in the center is located the 
“pila” (peela)—the fountain. Here is a 
large tank made of stone and mortar 
above the ground, with a built-in wash- 
board of native stone on either side. The 
water from the cold mountain springs 
runs day and night from a pipe jutting 
out above the “pila.” The water from 
the overflow runs thru the sewage sys- 
tem, keeping it flushed and clean. 
Leaving this second enclosure, you go 
thru another door which leads into a 
large walled-in garden spot with fruit 
trees, etc. There is also an “earthquake 
proof” (?) room built of lumber and 
heavy timbers in the corral where the 
fountain is located. The earth cuts up 
some queer capers sometimes. The last 
hard shock sent a pile of stones tumb- 
ling from a wall on Brother Furman’s 
car smashing up one side pretty badly. 
Getting back to the house. It is ceiled 
overhead with grooved ceiling and has 
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wood floors, which is an added feature 
for this country. The porches are floored 
with tile brick and ceiled overhead with 
lumber the same as the house. Then 
there is the carriage room which serves 
as a garage. The lights burn day and 
night, street lights and all, except when 
the machinery goes down for rest or re- 
pairs during the day. We get this place 
for the Church of God at a rental of 
$10.00 per month, with water and 
lights included. This is a new place 
opened (we have two missions here) and 
we are having wonderful meetings with 
big crowds and some are already begin- 
ning to accept God, among the number 
being an old Indian soldier ninety years 
of age. 

At this writing 1 am finishing my 
third week in Guatemala. We work out 
from Totonicapan to the distant  std- 
tions which can only be reached on 
horseback or afoot over trails leading 
thru rugged mountain country. Will tell 
you of the wonderful success we are hav- 
ing in a later article. Please continue to 
pray for us and I hope the good brethren 
back home in the churches will be 
prompt in raising their quota of mission 
money for otherwise our generous- 
hearted board will not be able to carry 
out its plan of extension in the foreign 
fields, which involves a great deal of 
expenditure when it comes to finance. 
You will bear in mind that the amount 
suggested by the Assembly was meant to 
be considered as a minimum. Some will 
have to give more since we are faced 
with the problem of buying property in 
different countries.

heavens. It lasts, it never faileth. Oh, 
praises to our God, it sends a thrill thru 
my soul to know we can have this great 
love that lasts and never gives away, it 
never fails us. 

Look what Paul submerges from the 
depths with. He comes forth with a 
great list of things of the present days 
that men thought were going to last. He 
says, “Whether there be prophecies, they 
shall fail.” But in the first clause of this 
verse he says that charity (or love) nev- 
er fails.
